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PAINS OF THE HEAD. 

(A Comparative Study.)

LOCATION of pain, like color of stools in diarrhoea, is a symp- 
tom which is always present, consequently one which can 
always be relied on as a guide to the remedy, and unless this 
one symptom of the trouble is covered by the drug it cannot be con- 
sidered strictly homoeopathic to the condition. Character of pain, 
causes, direction, aggravation and amelioration must stand secondary 
to location. 

The present study includes clinical material which will be found 
extremely valuable and suggestive. The repertory has been divided 
into six parts giving a wider field for choosing the remedy, and the 
suggestions offered in the study on diarrhoea (see June number) for 
using the repertory will apply equally well here. 

The pathogenetic symptoms found here are only those which have 
been verified sufficiently to be considered characteristic of the drug.

CUnicaL — Gastric, rheumatic and congestive head- 
aches.

Aggravations and Ameliortitions — Worse when 
opening or moving eyes in morning; from 
stooping; motion; coughing; anger; after 
dinner. Better from closing eyes; from ex- 
ternal pressure and tyinz up head. 

Concomitants, — Anxiety. Ill numur. Weakness 
of njind. Vertigo on rising. Face red; hot.

Pathogenesis.'— Aching in occiput and on lower 
part. Drawing in left side of occiput, with 
tearing. 

CUnical.'—DvXi pains at back part of head, with 
great mental confusion. Pains from occiput 
through base of brain into and over the eyes, 
with dull, heavy aching. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse in a 
warm room; in morning. 

Concomitants. — Vision of black floating spots. 
Epistaxis. Face pale. Eructations, the sim- 
plest food distresses. Distention of abdomen 
with offensive flatus. Burning in chest. 



CHELIDONIUM. 



Pathogenesis, — Drawing in occiput extending from 
left side to forehead. Tension in right occi- 
put. Heaviness in occiputf with drawings 
downward in nape at night, as if it could not 
be raised from pillow. 

CZrif/ra/.— Sensation of coldness in occiput ascend- 
ing from nape of neck. Shooting pains in occi- 
put extending through ears. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse when 
moving. Better when at rest. 

Concomitants, — ^Dirty yellow color of whites of 
eyes. Face yellow. Tongue yellow. Taste 
bitter. Stickme in pit of stomach extending 
through to back. Sticking pain beneath right 
scapula. Stool brig;ht yellow. Urine dark 
yellow or dark brownish red. 



CIMICIFUGA. 



Pathogenesis, — Soreness in occiput caused by pain 
through the whole brain. Pain in occiput 
extending to vertex. 

Clinical, — Aching pain in head, especially in occi- 
put and down the spine. Headache of drunk- 
ards and students; nervous: rheumatic: men- 
strual. Sensation as if a bolt were driven from 
neck to vertex. 



Aggravations and Ameliorations, -VfotSQ by mov- 
ing eyes and by worry; while indoors: in 
evening, and fro^i motion. Better in open air. 

Concomitants. — Tremors over whole body. Rest- 
lessness. Bruised feeling or soreness of whole 
body. Feeling as if top of head would fly off. 
Rheumatic pain in muscles of neck and Sack. 
Pain in eyeballs. 



CONIUM. 



Pathogenesis. — Pain in occiput as if pierced with 
a knife at every beat of the pulse. 

C/tmVa/.^Headache from forehead to occiput as 
if something were loose when shaking head. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse morn- 
ings; when &sting; sitting bent; during motion 
or from any sudden jar or shock. Better sit- 
ting erect. 

Concomitants. — Inability to sustain mental effort. 
Vision weak, with dazzling. Vertigo, which is 
worse from motion, as turning over in bed or 
rising up. Hardness of risht breast, with 
pain on touch. Sticking in left mamma. Gen- 
eral debility, especially in arms and l^s, so 
that he staggers. 



CROTALUS HOR. 



Pathogenesis. — Pain in occiput. 

C2irV»K'0/.— Occipital headache recurring sev»-al 
times a day. Soreness of back of head. Con- 
gestive headaches. Headache in dysmenor- 
rhoea. Headaches accompanying zymotic or 
septic diseases, especially the extreme head- 
adie in diphtheria. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations.^Worae lying 
down again after rising. 

Concomitants. — Weakness; tired by slight exer- 
tion. Memory weak. Eyes yellow. Tongue 
swollen. Intolerance of clothing in epigastric 
region. Yellow color of whole body. 



GELSEMIUM. 



Pathogenesis. — ^Pain in occiput at night, occasion- 
ally extending into os frontis. 

Clinical. — Headache as from a band around head; 
the pain is mostly seated in the posterior part 
of head with muscular soreness of neck; pain 
extending to shoulders and spine. Headaches 
at base of brain extending through head to 
eyes. Menstrual headaches; nervous. Sun 
headache. Headaches from astigmatism; 
diplopia. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations, — Worse in 
mommg and from any excitement; from heat. 
Better from discharge of profuse watery urine 
or shaking head; temporary improvement 
from alcoholic stimulants. 

G^iw^wi/Van/j.— Weakness and trembling through 
the whole system. Bruised sensation in head 
with heaviness. Vertigo with blurred vision. 
Drooping of eyelids. Labor-like pains in uter- 
ine region extending to back and hips.

IGNATIA. 



Pathogenesis. — Pain in occiput extending to eyes 
and temples ; headache from back to front. 
Beating in head from occiput forward as if it 
would crowd everything out at forehead. 

CitMtcal. — Headache D^ins with warm weather 
and lasts all summer; increases and decreases 
daily with the sun. 

Aggravations nnd Ameliorations. — Worse by 
bending head backward: in damp weather; 
from application of cold water; from shaking 
head; from pressure. Better in open air; 
from uncovermg head. 

Concomitants. — Throbbmg through whole body. 
Confusion of mind. Fulness in head with full, 
quick pulse and red face; throbbing. 



HELLEBORE. 



Pathogenesis. — Pain in occiput. 

Clinical, — Stupefying headache in occiput from 

nape of neck to vertex. 
Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse from 

moving the head. Better when lying quiet 

with closed eyes; in open air; from diverting 

the mind. 
Concomitants. — ^Thirst. Weakness. Anxiety with 

restlessness. Stupefaction with slow actions. 

Face pale during heat of head. Pulse small 

and tremulous; slow. 



HEPAR SULPH. 



Pathogenesis, — Sticking in occiput as if a nail or 
plug were driven in. Pain externally in right 
side of occiput, gradually extending to nape, 
throat and scapula. 

Clinical. — Headache following the use of mercury, 
of a neuralgic character. 

Aggravaiions and Ameliorations. — Worse from 
motion or stooping. Better when walking in 
open air; by tightly binding the head. 

Concomitants, — Sensitiveness to open air. Stick- 
ing in throat as from a splinter on swallowing. 
Abdomen distended. Unhealthy skin; slight 
injuries suppurate. Sweat on slightest mo- 
tion; offensive. 



HYDROCYANIC ACID. 



Pathogenesis,— Fsdn in occiput in open air. Pain 
in occiput and forehead, worse on right side. 
Pain in occiput extending to anterior surface 
of head; to frontal sinuses. Pain on right 
side of forehead extending to occiput. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse at 
night. Better in open air. 

Concomitants, — Unconsciousness. Anxiety. Fret- 
ful. Thought difficult. Pulse weak, irregu- 
lar. Limbs cold. 



Pathogenesis. — Pain in occiput and right side ; in 
^ right half of occiput all day. 

Clinical. — Neurasthenic hysterical headache. Pe- 
riodical headaches returning every two weeks. 
Migraine brought on by mental labor or by 
any work that is irksome or more severe than 
usual; strong odor; emotion. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse from 
coffee; tobacco; alcohol; after eating; even- 
ing when lying down; in morning when getting 
up. Better when sleeping; from a profuse 
flow of urine; momentary relief by change of 
position. 

Concomitants. — Sensitiveness. Inconstant. Impa- 
tient. Irresolute. Changeable mood. Anger 
at slight blame or contradiction. Sour taste. 
Aversion to tobacco-smokii^. Frequent mic- 
turition of watery urin^. Peculiar weakness 
in pit of stomach and pallor of &ce. Jerkings 
in extremities on falling asleep. 



LACHESIS. 



Pathogenesis. — Leaden heaviness in occiput in 
morning; on waking can hardly raise it, with 
vertigo. 

Clinical. — Headaches from exposure to cold. 
Chronic neuralgic headaches. Headaches 
from disordered stomach or bowels and of 
zymotic diseases. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse in 
morning on rising ; from exposure to cold; in 
sun; from mental and bodily exhaustion; de- 
pressing emotions, especially grief. Better 
from warm applications. 

Concontitants. — Intolerance of slightest touch. 
Weakness in morning on rising. Vertigo in 
morning. Vision dim, with black flickering. 
Abdomen sensitive even to weight of clothes. 



MEZEREUM. 



Pathogenesis. — Boring in occipital bones. Stupefy* 
ing pain in occiput through right hemispnere 
of brain to forehead. 

Clinical, — Neuralgic headaches beginning in occi- 
put extending over whole brain, with tender- 
ness of scalp, the pain bumine and boring. 
Headaches of scrofulous or syphilitic origin 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse in open 
air. Better by stooping. 

Concomitants, -Hypochondriac Scalp covered 
with thick, leather-like crusts. Inflammatory 
redness of face. Burning of tongue and fauces. 



NATRUM MUR. 



Pathog nesis. — Sticking, throbbing heaviness in 

occiput. 
Clinical. — Periodical headache, comes on with 

menstruation. School-children's headache. 

Headache from sunrise to sunset. Stitches in 

occiput as with knives. 
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Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse in 
morning on waking; at menstrual period; lo 
A.M.; lying; from talking or reading ; on mov- 
ing head and eyes; from mental exertion; 
warmth. Better from pressure ; sitting; per- 
spiring. 

Cmcomitants, — Emaciation. Weakness. Sad, 
weeping mood. Preferred to be alone. Feel- 
ing as if head would burst. Sensation of sand 
in eyes. Objects become confused on looking 
at them. Taste bitter. Loss of taste. Thirst 
unquenchable. Intermittent pulse. Palpita- 
tion of heart. 



ONOSMODIUM VIRG. 



Pathogenesis. — Occtpito-frontal pain in morning 
on waking. Dull, heavy pain pressing up- 
ward in occiput^ with dizziness. 

Clinical. — Asthenopic headaches. Dull occipital 
headache extending down the neck and over 
one side of head, generally the left. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse from 
reading; motion or jar; in evening. Better 
after sleep. 

Qmcomitants. — Feeling of tension in eyes as when 
straining them to read small print. Dull, 
heavy pain in eyeballs. Optic disc hyper- 
aemic. Retinal vessels engorged. Weak feel- 
ing all over.

PETROLEUM. 



Pathogenesis. — Pressure in occiput in morning, with 
sticking. Uatien heaviness in occiput. Pinch- 
ing in occiput. 

Clinical. — Neuralgic headache beginning in occi • 

})ut and extending forward to vertex; head 
eels numb. Pain from occiput over the head 
to forehead and eyes. Headaches of pregnant 
women. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse on 
shaking head; in morning; after mental exer- 
tion ; from anger. Better after breakfast ; in 
evening; after walking in open air; lying. 

Concomitants. — Imagines that some one was lying 
near him. Nausea with accumulation of 
water in mouth. Finger tips rough, cracked. 
Tongue white. Face pale. 



PICRIC ACID. 



Pathogenesis — Pain in occiput and in nape, heavy, 
extending down neck and spine, confusion m 
base. 

Clinical. — Chronic headache proceeding from occi- 
put, extending forward and downward; the 
pain is intense and throbbing. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse from 
mental effort; from least overwork and ex- 
citement; motion, especially going up stairs. 
Better from rest; fresh air; binding head 
tightly. 

Concomitants, — ^Tfred feeling. Indifference. Lack 
of will-power to undertake anything. Mental 
prostration after reading a little. 



Pathogenesis. — Pain in occiput and nape in after- 
noon. 

Clinical. — Periodic neuralgia; pain commencing in 
the occiput and settling over the right eye, 
with nausea and vomiting, sharp, lancinating, 
throbbing pains. Headache every seventh 
day. Menstrual sick headache with profuse 
flow. Climacteric hemicrania. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — -Worse from 
every motion; from noise; odors; slightest 
jar annoys her. Better from sleep; in open 
air; when remaining quiet in a darkened 
room; from pushing her head deep into the 
pillow ; by copious micturition. 

Concomitants, — Headache, with flushes of heat 
extending from head to stomach. Dry cough 
with tickling in throat pit. Pain in eyeballs, 
darting, witn dim vision. Smell and taste lost. 
Longing for spiced foods, for indefinite things. 
Pulse slow, feeble and irregular. 



SEPIA. 



Pathogenesis. — Stitches in occiput extending to- 
wards vertex. 

Clinical. — Neuralgic headaches extending from 
the occiput to the eye especially associated 
with uterine complaints. Chronic congestive 
headaches. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse in 
morning; during thimder-storms ; from least 
motion; when lyine on back; indoors. Better 
in open air; by violent motion; after sleep; in 
a dark room. 

Concomitants. — Indolence. Faintness. Apathy. 
Irritability. Falling out of hair. Yellow spots 
and yellow saddle across upper part of cheeks 
and nose Leucorrhoea yellow, acrid, like milk. 
Pressure downward as if everything would 
issue through vulva. Cold feet. 



SILICA. 



Pathogenesis. — Tearing in occipital protuberances 
extetiding upward and forward over sides tf 
head. Pain in occiput^ in sides, and in nape; 
then stitches in forehead with chilliness in 
nape and back^ rising from nape to vertex. 

Clinical. — Neuralgic headache from occiput to 
over the eye, especially right Headaches 
from nervous exhaustion in nape of neck, 
ascends to vertex and then to supraorbital 
region; pains sharp, darting; steady ache. 
Periodical headache every seventh day. 

Aggravations and Ameliorations. — Worse from 
mental strain; noise; motion; jarring; light. 
Better from heat; warm wraps; passing away 
during sleep; and by copious flow of unne. 

Concomitants. —Emaciation. Bruised pain in whole 
body. Sensitive to noise. Peevishness. Scalp 
sore to touch. Constipation. Carrion-like 
odor of feet every evening without sweat. 
Restless sleep. Frightful dreams. Sweat at 
night.

Pain in 
one-half of brain as frt>m a nail or plug Htp. Aching in right bone as from a deeply penetrat- 
ing plug Asaf. Intermittent pain in one-half of head as if a nail were forced do>vn>vard deeper 
and deeper into parietal bone Nux-vom. One-sided headache as from a nail driven in or as if 
the brain were crushed or torn Coffea. Headache on left side as if a convex button were 
pressed upon the part Thuja. Pain as if a nail were driven into one of the parietal bones 
Coffea. Semi-lateral pressure in the head as from a plug or dull nail Hep. Pain as from a nail 
driven into the brain Nux vom. Pain as if fine splinters were driven into the brain Agar. Pain 
in head as if sharp ice or cold needle pierced it Agar. Stabbing in right side of head as 
with a two-edged knife. Sharp pain beginning in right side of forehead shooting like 
lightning through brain and coming out at occiput Pmnus. Pain in one side of head as if brain 
would burst and eye fall out Puis. Feeling as it the head or the heart were compressed in a 
vise and that it would burst open Cactus. Headache as if forehead would sput open Bry. 
Crawling and bristling sensation in right side of head as if a bunch of hair were electrified, 
with shivering under scalp Verat-alb. On suddenly turning head brain seemed loose Spig. 
Sensation of boiling >vater in cranium Mag-mur. Enlarged feeling Arg-nit. Head feels small 
Coffea. Pillow feels hard as a stone Am.

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PAINS IN FOREHEAD. 

{Continued from November Number,) 

ACONITUM. — Pathogenesis : Stitches in right forehead, extending to 
upper jaw; drawing, pressive feeling in forehead, in nerve trigeminus, 
then shooting^, wandering, intermittent, then constant pain, sometimes 
pressure \ fulness in forehead in sinuses with heaviness and feeling 
as if something would come out ; pulsation in left side of forehead, 
with attacks of blows in right side. Clinical : Burning headache as if 
the brain were agitated by boiling water ; congestive headache from 
sleeping in the sun's rays. Ag^avations and Ameliorations : Worse 
from noise, light, motion ; better oy lying quietly in a dark room ; from 
nosebleed ; from copious urination. Concomitants : Anxiety ; fear ; 
apprehension; thirst for cold water ; anxious dreams ; palpitations 
and anxiety about heart ; ^reat sensibility of olfactory nerves ; taste 
bitter ; stitches in chest on inspiration. 

Agaricus. — Pathogenesis : Stitches in forehead ; tearing in bone ; 
aching ; drawing pain in forehead between superciliary ridges ; draw- 
ing in bone from both sides of forehead as far as root of nose ; boring. 
Clinical'. Nervous headache from overwork. Sensation as if sharp ice 
touched the head or cold needles pierced it. Aggravations and Ameli- 
orations : Worse sitting quietly. Better moving slowly about ; after 
stool. Concomitants : Distention of abdomen with rumbling ; emission 
of much inodorous flatus ; aching along spine and limbs ; muscular 
twitching of eyelids, face and extremities ; itching and burning in vari- 
ous parts of the body. 

Aloe. — Pathogenesis-, Aching in forehead in afternoon in sinciput; 
in supra-orbital region ; in middle of forehead downward and inward 
towards nose ; above forehead with heaviness in eyes ; aching in fore- 
head and on vertex as from a weight. Clinical : Headache across fore- 
head with feeling as if a weight were pressing the eyelids down ; head- 
ache alternating with lumbago ; headache from insufficient defaecation. 
Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse from heat ; walking ; in winter. 
Better from cold applications ; after stool. Concomitants ; Disinclination 
to mental labor ; distention of abdomen with motion of flatus ; haem- 
orrhoid swollen and sore ; urging to stool with passage of urine. 

Ammonium Q\kb,— Pathogenesis : Throbbing in forehead as if it would 
burst; fulness as from vapor of coal; heaviness in forehead after 
dinner, with throbbing. Clinical: Nervous headaches. Sensation of 
looseness in brain. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse by press- 
ing teeth together ; after eating ; while walking in open air. Better 
from pressure ; in warm room. Concomitants'. Sensitiveness to open 
air; bleeding of nose ; taste sourish and metallic to food ; appetite vio- 
lent ; empty eructations ; oppression after eating. 
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Antimonium Crud. — Pathogenesis : Aching in forehead, aggravated 
on ascending stairs ; heaviness. Clinical: Stupefying dull headache in 
the forehead, so violent that sweat broke out from anxiety ; violent 
headache after bathing in the river ; headache as if the forehead would 
burst from catarrh of frontal sinuses. Aggravations and Ameliorations : 
Worse ascending stairs ; from wine ; at noon. Concomitants : Sulky ; 
peevish ; tremblin.g of head ; aching in head after bathing in the river ; 
tongue coated white ; eructation of a fluid tasting of the injesta ; voice 
lost. 

Antimonium 1 kkt, ^Pathogenesis : Aching in forehead as from a 
band, more like a sticking extending into left eye. Throbbing in left 
side of forehead. Clinical: Dull headache from gastric derangements; 
tensive pain in forehead and one side of head as if the brain were in one 
lump. Ag^avations and Ameliorations \ Worse from walking. Better 
when movmg about in cool air ; washing head. Concomitants : Face 
pale and sunken ; no thirst ; anxious nausea ; appetite for apples ; pulse 
rapid, weak and trembling. 

Argentum ^\t,— 'Pathogenesis : Stitches in forehead, intermittent, 
with digging in left frontal and parietal regions, extending to malar 
bone and then digging pain ; aching in forehead as from a band on left 
bone, especially on eminence ; at times more violent ; aggravated by 
walking ; boring in left frontal eminence, above left eye, with digging ; 
pulsations. Clinical: Headache with sensation as if the head were 
enormously large ; morning headache when awaking; rapid increase 
and decrease oi pain ; brain fag. Aggravations and Ameliorations : 
Worse from coffee ; mental labor. Better after dinner ; from wine ; 
pressure; tight bandaging. Concomitants: Nervous and tremulous 
sensation ; red tip of tongue with pain ; painful swelling of pit of 
stomach ; sensation as if head were in a vise ; palpitation of heart with 
anxiety ; sleeplessness. 

Arnica. — Pathogenesis : Stitches in forehead with sensation of 
extravasation of blood ; aching in forehead aggravated by walking ; over 
eyes extending towards temples with sensation as if integuments of 
forehead were spasmodically contracted ; as if brain were rolled up 
into a lump ; worse near a stove ; bruised pain in forehead. Clinical: 
Headache from mechanical injuries ; pressive headache as if the head 
were being distended ; pillow feels hard as a stone ; neuralgia, pain 
sharp as if from a nail or knife. Aggravations and Ameliorations : 
Worse from a jar ; noise ; motion. Better when quiet ; nosebleed. 
Concomitants: Sensitiveness of whole body; bruised pain over whole 
body ; sullen, morose, and does not speak a word ; faetid breath ; eruc- 
tations bitter and like rotten eggs. 

Arsenicum Album. — Pathogenesis : Aching in forehead with vertigo ; 
drawing pain in right side of forehead ; throbbing pain over root of 
nose during motion ; bruised or sore pain in forehead and over nose 
relieved by rubbing. Clinical : Intense frontal headache with vertigo ; 
burning pafn extending over eye and into upper teeth ; neuralgic 
headache with restlessness. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse 
by lying with head low ; before and during windy weather. Better by 
wrapping head up warm ; by walking about. Concomitants : Restless- 
ness ; anxiety ; unquenchable thirst ; weakness ; disposition to suicide ; 
face sunken, pale, yellow, cachetic, expression of agony ; tongue brown 
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and dry, with redness of tip ; thirst, but he drinks little at a time ; vom- 
iting immediately after eating or drinking ; anxiety and burning in pit 
of stomach ; palpitation of heart ; pulse rapid, weak and irregular ; cold, 
clammy sweat. 

ASAFCETIDA. — Pathogenesis: Sudden stiches in forehead deeply 
penetrating under left eminence, like shocks, then sensitiveness ; bormg 
in forehead above eyebrows ; aching; drawing wave-like pressure 
through left half of forehead, ending in dull pressure on eminence ; 
pressive pain in forehead from witliin outward. Clinical: Hysteric 
hemicrania ; orbital neuralgia, severe boring pains above orbits. 
Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse towards evening ; in the 
room ; while at rest. Better when rising ; moving about in fresh air ; 
from pressure ; rest. Concomitants : Hysterical rising as if a ball or 
large body ascended from stomach to oesophagus ; spasmodic tightness 
in chest, as if lungs could not be expanded fully. 



Belladonna. — Pathogenesis : Three stabs in forehead extending to 
occiput, whereupon sudden disappearance of all previous headache ; 
boring in forehead under right eminence in morning after waking ; 
aching in forehead so severe during motion that it caused him to close 
the eyes. Better when sitting and lying, but on going into open air the 
forehead seemed pressed in by a heavy stone ; pain in forehead as if 
brain rose and fell with every step, relieved by strong pressure ; pain in 
forehead on stooping as if everything would come out ; pain in fore- 
head as from a board before it. Clinical: Sun headaches; congestive 
headaches ; gouty and hysterical headaches ; sensation as if the brain 
were pressed to the forehead. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse 
from abuse of coffee ; overheating ; cold ; slightest noise ; light ; lean- 
ing forward ; lying down. Better from pressure ; tight bandaging ; 
wrapping up head ; sitting with head propped up, Concomitants : Irri- 
tability and acuteness of sense of taste, smell, touch, sight, hearing ; de- 
lirium ; anxiety with desire to flee ; eyes staring ; pupils dilated ; dry 
throat with difficult swallowing; cutting in abdomen, now here, now 
there ; restless sleep, starting and waking when falling asleep. 



Bryonia. — Pathogenesis: Stitches in forehead, extending to occiput; 
digging in forehead, in forepart of brain, aggravated by stooping and 
rapid walking; with fatigue from walking; pain in forehead, aggra- 
vated by stooping ; by motion, and in occiput; pain in forehead, above 
left eye, then in occipital protuberances, spreading thence over whole 
body, the pain becoming so severe on quick motion, and after eating, 
that it seemed like a pulsation in head; pain in forehead as if every- 
thing would press out, on stooping as if everything would fall out, as 
if pressing outward from above downward; aggravated on stooping 
and in left eyeball. Clinical: Congestive headache, as if the head would 
split open; gastric, rheumatic headaches. Aggravations and Amelior- 
ations: Worse when opening or moving eyes; in evenings; stooping; 
slightest motion; coughing; in mornine; washing with cold water; 
constipation; after dinner. Better from closing eyes; external pressure; 
tying up the head. Concomitants: Anxiety; ill humor; weakness of 
mind; vertigo on rising; face red, hot; tongue white; taste bitter; ex- 
cessive thirst; sensation of a stone in stomach; constipation. 
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PAINS IN FOREHEAD. 
(Continued from January Number,) 

Calcarea Card. — Pathogenesis: Painful pressure in forehead, extend- 
ing into nose; heaviness in forehead, worse from reading and 
writing. Clinical: Stupefying, pressive pain in forehead, with con- 
fusion of senses; tearing headache above eyes down to nose; head- 
ache from suppressed nasal catarrh; menstrual headache; headache; 
in school children; congestive headaches. Aggravations and Ameliora- 
tions: Worse from mental exertions; in morning; stooping; walking in 
open air; thinking about it; looking up, or going up stairs; in a 
draught. Better by closing eyes; lyin^ down; tight bandaging; cold 
applications. Concomitants: Anxiety with palpitation; rush of blood to 
head with heat; vertigo on suddenly turning head; ravenous hunger; 
swelling of epigastric region; distention and hardness of abdomens; 
leucorrhcea like milk; menstruation too early; short respiration on 
going up slightest ascent; sweat mornings, during the day on slightest 
exertion. 

Carbolic Acid. — Pathogenesis: Pain in forehead in centre, over 
right eyebrow, as from a rubber band; tightness in forehead above 
frontal sinuses. Clinical: Dull, heavy pain running from forehead to 
occiput; menstrual headache before, during or soon after the men- 
strual period. Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse from noise; 
walking. Better m fresh air. Concomitants : Prostration; tightness as 
if a rubber band were stretched from one temple to the other; orbital 
neuralgia over right eye; face pale; appetite lost; nausea; distention of 
abdomen; urine almost black. 

Chelidonium. — Pathogenesis: Neuralgic pain in forehead, above 
eye in right side of forehead; aching in forehead, extending to orbits 
which, on moving eyes, are painful, as if sore; pain in forehead, as 
from a band; relieved by closing eyes. Clinical : Shooting through 
temples from side to side. Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse 
when moving. Better when at rest. Concomitants : Dirty yellow color 
of whites of eyes; face yellow; tongue yellow; taste bitter; sticking in 
pit of stomach, extending through to back; sticking pain beneath 
right scapula; stool bright yellow; urine dark yellow or dark brownish 
red. 

China. — Pathogenesis: Aching in forehead when sitting changing 
to temples on bending backward. Clinical: Anaemic headaches after 
haemorrhages; headache as if brain were pressed together from both 
sides and out of forehead ; periodical headache on alternate days; 
neuralgic throbbing headache as if skull would burst. Aggra- 
vations and Ameliorations: Worse when walking in open air; 
movement of Iiead; lying; motion; jar; slightest touch. Better from 
hard pressure; external warmth. Concomitants: Discontented; anxiety; 
ill humor; quarrelsome ; disinclination for mental labor ; ringing in 
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ears; bitter tiaste; indifference to eating and drinking; fermentation in 
abdomen from fruit; sweat in sleep as soon as he is covered. 

CiMlClFUGA. — Pathogenesis : Pressure in forehead outward and up- 
wand in upper part of cerebrum, as if there were not room enough. 
Clinical: Headache of drunkards and students; nervous, rheumatic, 
menstrual headache; pain from vertex down both eyes, only while in- 
doors; great pain in head and eyeballs. Aggravations ana Ameliora- 
tions', Worse while indoors; in evening; slightest movement; moving 
eyes; worry. Better in open air. Concomitants-, Tremors over whole 
body; restlessness; bruised feeling or soreness of whole body; feeling 
as if top of head would fly off; rheumatic pains in muscles of neck and 
back; pain in eyeballs. 

CiNA. — Pathogenesis', Sticking in forehead above orbital margin, 
extending deep into brain; drawing in forehead from left eminence 
to root of nose, causing confusion of head. Clinical: Headache after 
epileptic attacks; headache after intermittent fever; stupefying head- 
ache in forehead and then in occiput; anaemic headache ; headache af- 
fecting eyelids, eyes, root of nose, zygoma and face. Aggravations and 
Ameliorations: Worse in open air; mental exertion; pressure. Better 
by stooping; moving head. Concomitants : Sickly look about eyes, 
with pallor of face; white and bluish about the mouth; great hunger 
soon after a meal; desires many and different things. 

COCCULUS. — Pathogenesis: Headache in forehead as if the eyes 
would be torn out; aching as if something forcibly closed the eyes 
Clinical: Nervous and ^stric headaches; sick headache from riding 
in a carriage, boat or train of cars; menstrual headache; sun headache. 
Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse riding in carriage, boat or 
cars; mental effort; eating; drinking; talking. Better indoors; rest. 
Concomitants : Mania, irresistible inclination to sing; sad; sensitive, 
everything offends him; aching in head, with nausea; vertigo on rising 
up in bed, with nausea; metallic taste, with loss of appetite; aversion 
to food; nausea when riding in a wagon; flatulent distension of abdo- 
men; weakness of muscles of neck, with heaviness of head; feet and 
hands alternately asleep. 

COLOCYNTH. — Pathogenesis : Sudden sticking tearing in forehead on 
right side, with drawing; boring; burning pain on right side of forehead; 
pain in left side of forehead, more when stooping and lying on back. 
Clinical: Bilious headache; gouty; nervous headache; compressive 
sensation in forehead; intermittent headaches. Aggravations and 
Ameliorations : Worse when moving upper eyelids; stooping; lying on 
hack; in evenine. Better by firm pressure; lying on affected side. 
Concomitants : Distension and pain in abdomen ; griping in abdomen 
worse below navel, obliging him to bend over; cutting pain in abdo- 
men; paroxysmal; morose; offended at everything. 

Crocus. — Pathogenesis : Thrusts in forehead extending deep into 
brain above left eminence, then painful confusion, relieved by pressure. 
Clinical: Headaches during the climacteric; must wink and wipe the 
eyes frequently as if a film were over them. Concomitants-. Vacillat- 
ing mood; epistaxis of tenacious, thick, black blood; sensation as if 
something were jumping about in abdomen; metrorrhagia on slightest 
movement. 
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Ferrum. — Pathogenesis : Sticking in forehead over left eye, pam as 
if it would burst; pain all day in forehead, with cold feet; pain in fore- 
head in eminences in morning after dressing, then extending over fore- 
head to vertex, then changing to pressive pain from without inward; 
aggravated on descending stairs, transiently relieved by pressure ; de- 
cidedly better in open air. Clinical'. Anaemic headache; periodical 
headache. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse after midnight; 
stooping; motion, noise. Better from pressure; open air. Concomi- 
tants : Weakness; emaciation; hammering and beating in head; flushes 
of heat in face; anorexia; vomiting of food after midnight ; dyspnoea; 
constipation. 

IGNATIA. — Pathogenesis : Pain in forehead in right half, involving 
right eye which was sensitive to light; pain in forehead above root of 
nose, compelling him to bend head forward, then nausea; drawing pain 
in forehead above right orbit, at root of nose, renewed by stooping low. 
Clinical: Neurasthenic, hysterical headache; periodical headache return- 
ing every two weeks. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse from 
mental labor; strong odor; coffee; tobacco; alcohol; eating; evening; 
morning. Better from profuse flow of colorless urine; momentary 
relief by change of position ; sometimes relieved by stooping. Con- 
comitants : Sensitiveness; inconstant; impatient; irresolute; change- 
able mood; aneer at slight blame or contradiction; sour taste; aversion 
to tobacco-smoking; frequent micturition of watery urine; peculiar 
weakness in pit of stomach, and pallor of face; jerking in extremities 
on falling asleep. 

Kali Carb. — Pathogenesis : Pain in forehead in afternoon, when 
walking, with peevishness; pain in forehead, with pressure above eyes, 
photopnobia extending into eyes and root of nose, with drawing tearing; 
drawing in forehead at noon and at midnight. Clinical: Headache with 
vertigo caused by riding in a carriag^e. Aggravations and Ameliorations: 
Worse after midnight; motion. Better from a drink of cold water. 
Concomitants : Inclined to take cold; dread of open air; pain recur at 
2 or 3 A.M.; swelling between brows and lids like a sac; mucus in throat, 
worse in morning, which can neither be completely swallowed nor 
hawked up; feeling in stomach as if full of water; distention of abdo- 
men after eating; sleepless after i or 2 a.m. 

Kali Iod. — Pathogenesis : Stitches in forehead on stooping; tearing 
or jerking stitches in left sinuses; tearing in right side of forehead in 
evening, transiently relieved by pressure; with sticking; digging in left 
side of forehead, with aching in sinuses and right ethmoid cellsi Con- 
comitants: Emaciation; weakness; sadness; eyes sunken and sur- 
rounded by dark rings; thirst; violent vomiting with salivation; con- 
stipation; dyspncEa on ascending stairs, with pain in region of heart; 
palpitation of heart. 

Kalmia. — Pathogenesis: Pain in forehead, over eyes, worse on right 
side, extending into roots of right upper molars. Clinical: Sun head- 
ache; pain increases with the ascending sun, and decreases as the sun 
goes down; sensation as if a pulse were beating in the forehead. Con- 
comitnts : Restlessness; weakness ; stiffness of muscles around eyes 
and of eyelids; neuralgia of face; palpitation of heart; pulse slow and 
feeble. 
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Lachesis. — Pathogenesis : Pain in forehead above eyes, extending 
to root of nose, deep in left eminence; throbbing in forehead above 
right eye. Clinical-. Headache at climaxis; gastric headache; head- 
ache from zymotic diseases. Aggravations and Ameliorations', Worse 
on rising in morning. Better from warm appHcations. Concomitants', 
Intolerance of slightest touch; weakness in morning on rising; vertigo 
in morning; vision dim, with blackflickering; abdomen sensitive even 
to weight of clothes. - * 

Lycopodium. — Pathogenesis : Sticking in forehead at night, with tear- 
ing, jerking in right bone, extending to root of nose and eyebrows; 
aching in forehead in afternoon, when riding in a carriage, with pressure 
in stomach; aching in forehead above eyes after breakfast. Clinical: 
Headache from brain overwork; headache with disposition to faint; 
Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse from rising; after breakfast; 
warmth; mental exertion; Better from lying down; cold air; uncover- 
ing head. Concomitants : Speaks wrong words and syllables; confusion 
about everyday things; blinded by the evening; violent coryza, with 
swelling of nose; stoppage of nose; face jrello wish-gray; sudden satiety 
after eating a little; waterbrash; distention of abdomen after eating; 
incarcerated flatulence; dyspnoea; red sediment in urine; aggravation 
of all symptoms between 4 and 8 p.m. 

Melilotus. — Pathogenesis : Pain in forehead preceded by hot flushed 
face; throbbing in forehead preceded by prostration; throbbing in right 
eminence worse from 9 o'clock till noon. Clinical', Sick and nervous 
headaches especially in winter; congestive headaches with violent pal- 
pitation and prolapsus uteri; neuralgic headaches recurring every day 
at 4 P.M.; violent congestive headache with sensation as if brain would 
burst. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Better by application of vine- 
gar; lying down; nosebleed. Concomitants'. Impatient; loss of mem- 
ory; redness of face and head; nosebleed; urine profuse, watery, reliev- 
ing the dull, congestive headache; difficult breathing. 

Natrum Mur. — Pathogenesis : Heavy and pressive pain above eyes; 
feeling in forehead as if it would burst when coughing; pain in fore- 
head above brows in right side during and after sneezing, and in eye- 
balls so that opening lids was painful and difficult, and he could read no 
longer. Clinical'. School children's headache; periodically appearing 
headaches of great severity as if bursting; beating in head as from little 
hammers; headache from sunrise till sunset; menstrual headaches; 
headache from nervous shock; muscular asthenopia. Aggravations 
and Ameliorations : Worse from moving head and eyes; forenoon; 
warmth; motion; morning; mental exertion. Better sitting still; lying 
down; perspiration. Concomitants: Emaciation; weakness; sad, 
weeping mood; preferred to be alone; feeling as if head would burst; 
sensation of sand in eyes; objects become confused on looking at them; 
taste bitter; loss of taste; thirst unquenchable; intermittent pulse; pal- 
pitation of heart. 

Nux Mos. — Pathogenesis: Pain in forehead in a spot above left emin- 
ence. Clininal: Headache from suppressed eruptions. Menstrual 
headaches; congestive headaches; gastric headaches. Aggravations 
and Ameliorations: Worse after breakfast ; change of weather ; getting 
wet; riding in carriage; eating; wine. Concomitants: Changeable 
mood; absence of mind; memory lost; everything looks too large; dry 
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mouth without thirst, so that tongue sticks to palate; appetite great; falls 
asleep on sitting down. 

Nux VoM. — Pathogenesis : Tensive pain in forehead, as if he had not 
slept enough. Bruised pain in forehead over, left eye and in bones. 
Clinical: Congestive and abdominal headaches; sensation as if skull 
would split. Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse in morning on 
waking; after eating; in open air; stooping; motion; moving eyes; 
coffee. Concomitants: Quarrelsome; ill humor; intolerance of noise; 
strong odors or bright light; dread of literary work; fluent coryza in 
mornmg stopped at night; sour taste; aversion to food, tobacco and 
coffee; nausea in morning; sensation in stomach, as from a stone; 
flatulence in abdomen after eating; blind haemorrhoids; constipation; 
menses too early; wakes between 2 and 3 A. M.. 

Phosphorus. — Pathogenesis: Pain in forehead above eye on waking, 
with heat in head and disinclination to rise and move about; better 
from cold air; pain in forehead extending to root of nose and upper 
lips, aggravated by turning head or any violent motion; pain in fore- 
head extending into eyes as if they would be pressed out; burning pain. 
Clinical: Headache from brain fag; from mental overwork; weight and 
throbbing in forehead on walking; senile cerebral atrophy. Aggrava- 
tions ana Ameliorations: Worse from light; noise; odors; music; walking, 
lying down; stooping; warmth; thinking. Better in fresh air; cold washing; 
rest. Concomitants: Disinclination to mental or physical exertion; 
anxiety; apathy; slow flow of ideas; vertigo in morning ; pressure ^s 
from a hard substance above pit of stomach; emissions of flatus; empti- 
ness and weak feeling in abdomen; haematuria; dry cough, with 
oppression of chest; sleepiness during the day; sleeplessness before 
midnight; exhausting sweat over whole body in morning in bed. 

Phytolacca. — Pathogenesis : Aching in forehead above one brow, 
with nausea; cold sweat on forehead and weakness; aching in fore- 
head extending backward. Clinical: Headache of gouty, aged people; 
syphilitic headaches; pain from frontal region to vertex; shooting 
from left eye to vertex. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse in 
wet weather. Concomitants : Indifference to life; tip of tongue red, 
with pain in root on swallowing; soreness and dryness of throat; shoot- 
ing through ears on swallowing. 

Platinum. — Pathogenesis : Cramplike pain in forehead as if screwed 
in; wavelike; benumbing above right orbit; numbness in sinciput as if 
constricted in a warm room full of people; increasing to burrowing 
compression with fretful impatience and heat in upper part of body; 
worse in head as if anxious sweat would break out; tensive numbness 
in sinciput, as after a blow, extending to nasal bone. Clinical: Neu- 
ralgic headaches in sensitive or hysterical persons; sensation of water 
in forehead; squeezing, constricting pain as if a board were pressed 
against forehead; pains gradually increase and gradually decrease. 
Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse when lying on left side. Bet- 
ter in fresh air. Concomitants: Arrogant; proud; contemptuous; great 
dread of death, which she believed to be near; greedy, hasty eating; 
fermentation in epigastric region; pressure downward in hypogastrium 
towards genitals; menses too early and too profuse. 
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PAINS IN FOREHEAD. 
[Concluded from February Number,) 

Physostigma. — Pathogenesis', Heavy oppressive pain in forehead 
over eyes. Clinical : Intense, painful pressure in vertex and both 
temples extending to occiput. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse 
from cold air; change of temperature; mental exertion; motion. Con* 
comitants : Uncommon activity; blurred vision and dull pain over and 
between eyes; smarting sore feeling in lids, pain deep in over top of 
eyeball; palpitation of heart; sighing and yawning. 

Prunus Spinosa. — Pathogenesis : Shooting in forehead from right 
frontal bone through brain and out at occiput; painful ierks in forehead 
shooting backward. Clinical : Pressing-asunder headache, nearly un- 
bearable; head heavy and dizzy. Concomitants : Shooting from right 
frontal bone through brain and out at occiput ; pain in right ball as if 
inner part of eye would be torn out. Tenesmus of bladder; respiration 
short; anxious. 

PSORINUM. — Pathogenesis: Pain in forehead with weakness of it, as if 
brain had not space enough, in morning on rising; better after washing 
and after breakfast. Clinical: Always hungry during headaches; head- 
ache from repelled eruption; congestive headaches. Aggravations and 
Ameliorations: Worse from mental exertion; changeable weather. 
Concomitants: Fear; anxiety; melancholy; discharge of foetid pus from 
ears; hunger great; eructations tasting like rotten eggs; constipation; 
bloated abdomen; sweat on slight exertion. 

Pulsatilla. — Pathogenesis: Boring in right side of forehead; tearing 
in forehead in left side of bone in evening; pain in forehead above 
orbits, involving whole head with tensive drawing; constriction in fore- 
head above eyes ag|^ravated by looking intently. Clinical: Headaches 
of uterine, neuralgic, rheumatic or gastric origin, mostly frontal or 
supraorbital. Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse from mental ex- 
ertion; warmth; rest; in evening; better in open air; bandaging head. 
Concomitants', Longs for fresh air; hypochondriac moroseness; weep- 
ing and lachrymose mood; dimness of vision; hearing difficult as if ears 
were stopped; thick, greenish-yellow, offensive discharge from nose; 
taste bitter, foul; tongue white; pain in stomach an hour after eating; 
rumbling and gurgling in abdomen; urine profuse; menses delayed or 
suppressed; leucorrhcea like milk; palpitation of heart; restless sleep; 
sleeplessness in evening. 

Ranunculus. — Pathogenesis: Pain in forehead and in eyes, above 
right eye in evening; aggravated by lying down. Relieved by walking 
and standing; pressure outward. Clinical: Pressing headache in fore- 
head and vertex with pressure on eyeballs. Aggravations and Amelior- 
ations: Worse going from a cold into a warm room or rice versa; 
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change of temperature; in evening. Concomitants: Weakness; verti|^o; 
vision dim; sticking in right hypochondria, arresting breath; rumbhng 
in abdomen; deep, transparent, dark blue elevated blisters of the size 
of a pin's head on skin. 

Sanguinaria. — Pathogenesis: Pain in forehead over eyes in morning. 
Aggravated by exercise; syhipathizin^ with stomach like sick head- 
ache; pain over eyes on waking, lastmg all day on rising from a seat 
with vertigo. Clinical: American sick headache; pains begin in occijii- 
tal region, spread over head and settle over right eye; pains begin in 
morning, increase during the day and last till evening; headache every 
seventh day; menstrual sick headache with profuse flow; rheumatic 
headache. Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse from slightest 
noise; odors; slightest jar annoys her. Better when remaining quiet 
in a darkened room; from sleep; pushing her head deep into the pillow; 
copious micturition. Concomitants: Headache with flushes of heat ex- 
tending from head to stomach; dry cough with tickling in throat pit; 
pain in eyeballs, darting, with dim vision; smell and taste lost; longing 
for spiced foods, for indefinite things; pulse slow, feeble and irregular. 

Sepia. — Pathogenesis: Stitches in forehead over eyes aggravated by 
motion in the house; better by walking in open air, also lyin^ down 
with nausea; tearing in forehead in right upper part, in left eminence; 
jerking pain in fore part of forehead over left eye m afternoon, worse in 
evening with heaviness of eyelids; heavy pain in forehead over left eye 
extending towards side of head; better in evening and open air; aggra- 
vated by shaking head; occasional dartings from left eye over side of 
head towards occiput; headache better after meals, with occasional 
darts through eyeball; worse from mental labor. Clinical: Nervous 
and uterine headaches; arthritic headaches; brain fag; sensation like 
waves rolling up and down in forehead. Aggravations and Ameliora- 
iions: Worse from light; noise; motion; mental exertion; in morning; 
during thunderstorms; lying on back; indoors. Better in open air; 
violent motion and walking fast; sleep; dark room. Concomitants: 
Indolence; faintness; apathy; irritability; falling out of hair; yellow 
spots and yellow saddle across upper part of cheeks and nose; leucor- 
rhcea yellow, acrid, like milk; pressure downward as if everything 
would issue through vulva; cold feet. 

Silica. — Pathogenesis : Sticking in forehead ; tearing ; bruised pain in 
forehead above eyes so that he could scarcely open eyes; at first in left 
side it was a sticking extending towards the other side by eye; worse on 
opening eye ; pain in forehead in a spot over left eye ; jerking pain in 
middle of forehead renewed by suddenly turning around, stooping or 
talking ; weight in forehead over eyes. Clinical : Headaches from 
nervous exhaustion. The pain is felt in the nape of the neck, ascends 
to vertex and then to supraorbital region; pain from occiput to eyeballs, 
especially the right one ; periodical Jieadache every seventh day ; vibra- 
tory shaking in head when stepping hard, with tension in forehead and 
eyes. Aggravations and Ameliorations', Worse from mental exertion ; 
noise ; motion, even the jarring of the room by a footstep ; light ; in 
morning. Better from heat ; copious flow of pale limpid urine. Con- 
comitants : Emaciation ; bruised pain in whole body ; sensitive to noise ; 
peevishness ; scalp sore to touch ; constipation ; carrion-like odor of 
feet every evening without sweat ; restless sleep ; frightful dreams ; 
sw^at at night. 
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Spigelia. — Pathogenesis : Shooting through forehead behind and 
above right eminence ; tearing in forehead externally on bone tensive 
worse beneath left eminence extending towards orbit ; thrust-like burn- 
ing pain in ri^ht side of forehead extending to eyes so that he could not 
turn them without pain. Clinical', Headache commencirfg regularly 
every morning, increasing till noon, gradually declines with the setting 
of the sun ; sharp neuralgic pains over left eye ; nervous headaches ; 
ciliary neuralgia. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse from noise ; 
motion ; change of weather ; stormy weather ; stooping ; thinking ; fresh 
air ; lying with head low. Better from pressure of the hands ; from lay- 
ing, the head high. Concomitants : Loss of memory ; rnental exertion 
difficult ; palpitation with anxious oppression and trembling of heart ; 
beats audible and visible through the clothes ; cutting ; tearing in chest 
beneath left nipple, extending to region of scapula and left arm ; weak- 
ness in morning on waking from confused busy dreams. 

Stannum. — Pathogenesis : Tearing in forehead intermittent in right 
half aggravated by stooping ; pain in forehead as from a crashing, sharp 
jerking in right anterior lobe of brain above orbit. Clinical \ Menstrual 
headaches with relief as soon as menses begin to flow. Pains com- 
mence lightly, increase gradually to great severity and then decrease 
again as gradually ; supraorbital neuralgia. Aggravations and Ameli- 
orations : Worse during rest; walking in open air ; raising head. Better 
from motion. Concomitants : Sad ; discontented ; discouraged ; hoarse- 
ness ; short, difficult respiration from weakness of respiratory organs, 
with emptiness in stomach ; oppression of chest when coughing ; 
emaciation ; weakness. 

Staphisagria. — Pathogenesis : Sticking in left side of forehead with 
drawing pain, boring extending outward in left half ; heaviness in fore- 
head as from a ball of lead which would not loosen, in a spot in the 
middle on shaking head. Clinical : Sensation as of a round ball in fore- 
head. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Wgrse from motion. Better 
from rest and warmth. Concomitants : Peevish ; memory weak ; eyes 
sunken, with blue raised rings around them ; fluent coryza ; thirstless ; 
incarcerated flatulence. 

Sulphur. — Pathogenesis : Boring in forehead above root of nose I 
pain in forehead in bone in morning above brows on waking, and in 
occiput ; pain in sinciput as from a band around forehead with confu- 
sion ; pain in forehead as from a board as if screwed together. Clinical: 
Headache from abdominal plethora ; headache from suppressed skin 
diseases; chronic, gouty and rheumatic headaches; periodical head- 
aches every seventh day ; headache commencing in morning, increasing 
until noon, then gradually decreasing ; sick headache once a week or 
every two weeks. Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse from mental 
exertion; motion; coughing; sneezing; in bed; wet cold weather; 
when at rest. Concomitants : Emaciation ; weakness*; ill-humor, with 
restlessness ; fault-finding ; out of sorts with everything ; quarrelsome ; 
impatience ; anxiety ; low spirits ; vertig^o on stooping; hair falls out in 
morning" on combing ; vision dim, with weakness of eyes ; intolerance 
of sunlight ; roaring in ears in evening in bed, with rush of blood to 
head ; face pale ; bitter taste ; ravenous appetite ; if he does not eat, 
headache ; sour eructations ; full feeling in stomach ; emission of offen- 
•ive flatus ; haemorrhoids ; constipation ; menses too late ; palpitation 
of heart ; itching all over the body ; sleeplessness all night ; frightful 
dreams ; offensive sweat 
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Thuja. — Pathogenesis : Tearing in right side of sinciput and face 
transversely across nose to zygoma and over eyes worse in morning 
and evening ; transitory pain in forehead as if a nail had been driven 
into left emmence in evening^, alsyD when walking in street ; pain in fore- 
head in left eminence ; amelioration from touch, but returning immedi- 
ately in superior posterior angle of left parietal bone as if a convex 
button were preyed against it ; pain in forehead merging into a sensa- 
tion as if a wedge were driven into temple ; drawing pain in forehead, 
intermittent, in left side. Clinical-, Headache from sexual excesses; 
tea^drinkers* headache. Ag^avations and Ameliorations', Worse in after- 
noon^ ; 3 to 4 A. M. ; overheating. Better from motion in open air ; look- 
ing upward and bending head backward ; after sweat. Concomitants : 
Loathing of life ; ill humor ; sadness ; ulceration half an inch within 
nose ; tip of toneue painful to touch ; sensation of something alive in 
abdomen ; condylomata on genitals ; wart-like excrescences on skin. 

Valeriana. — Pathogenesis : Pain in forehead alternating with darting 
sticking, worse over orbits as if it would pierce the eyes from within 
outward. Clinical : Headache in sunshine, appearing suddenly as in 
jerks ; stinging or pressing in forehead. Aggravations and Ameliora- 
tions : Worse m evening ; at rest ; in open air. Better from motion ; in 
room ; changing position. Concomitants : Drawing-like transient jerks 
now here, now ther^ ; taste flat, slimy in morning aSter waking ; disten- 
tion of abdomen ; nausea, as if a thread were hanging in the throat ; 
vomiting. 

ZiNCUM. — Pathogenesis : Tearing in forehead, in left eminence after 
dinner ; sharp pain in forehead in a spot in evening ; pain in sinciput 
with dulness extending into eyes ; pressure upon a spot in middle of 
f orekead. Clinical : Brain fag ; nervous exhaustion ; chlorotic head- 
aches in patients saturated with iron. Aggravations and Ameliorations : 
Worse from wine; after dinner ; in warm room. Better during menses. 
Concomitants ; Dulness and thoughtlessness ; mental operations diffi- 
cult ; inflammation of eyes during menses ; pain in eyes as from sand ; 
nausea aggravated by a sip of wine with headache ; constipation ; stool 
hard and small ; weariness in nape of neck in evening when writing ; 
uneasiness of lower extremities at night ; jerking through whole body in 
sleep at night.

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PAINS IN TEMPLES. 

Agaricus. — Pathogenesis -.Twitching in left temple; stitches. Aching 
in temples. Clinical', Nervous headaches from overwork at the desk; 
pains run from occiput through the eyes or remain confined to some 
small spot as left temple; headache from spine affections; hysteria; 
chorea. Aggravations and Ameliorations*, Worse sitting quietly. Bet- 
ter moving slowly about. Concomitants : Distention of abdomen with 
rumbling; emission of much inodorous flatus; aching alon^ spine and 
limbs; muscular twitching of eyelids, face and extremities; itching and 
burning in various parts of body. 

Allium Cepa. — Pathogenesis : Aching in temples worse in night; 
aggravated by winking, afterwards extending over forehead worse on 
left side. Clinical \ Catarrhal headaches, oppressive over eyes and 

foing through head like an electric shock, with sensation as if whole 
ead were wrapped in hot moist compresses. Concomitants-, Lachry- 
mation of left eye with redness of ball; coryza; frequent sneezing with 
headache, worse in evening. Copious, watery discharge from nose. 
Hoarseness. Hacking cough on inspiring cold air. 

Amyl Nitrosum. — Pathogenesis-, Throbbing in temples. Clinical', 
Congestive headache; heaviness and pressure outward in forehead and 
temples most violent on left side. Concomitants-, Anxiety as if some- 
thing might happen; must have fresh air. Face flushed. Praecordial 
anxiety. Marked beating of heart and carotid. 

Anacardium. — Pathogenesis-, Tearing in left temple; pressure in 
right. Clinical; Nervous headaches from mental overwork and fatigue; 
sensation as if a plug were in some part of the head; constrictive sen- 
sation as if a band were tied about the head; gastric headache from 
weak digestion. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse during 
motion; work; loud noise; strong odors; misstep. Better from strong 
pressure; lying down; sleep; after eating. Concomitants; Memory 
weak. Anxiety as if pursued with suspicion of everything around him. 
Dull pain as from a plug in chest or abdomen. 

Antimonium Tart. — Pathogenesis; Drawing pain in right temple ex- 
tending to zygoma and upper jaw. Clinical; Gastric headache; rheu- 
matic tearing pain from right temple into jaw bone. Aggravations and 
Ameliorations : Worse from walking; in evening; after eating; sitting 
bent. Better when moving about in cool air; washing head; sitting up; 
lying high; in cold air. Concomitants : Face pale and sunken. Anx- 
ious nausea. Rattling of mucus in chest. Pulse rapid, weak and • 
trembling. Sleepiness. 

Apis. — Pathogenesis; Aching in left temple. Clinical; Periodical 
headache. Headache with vertigo affecting forehead, temple and eyes. 
Aggravations and Ameliorations; Worse from motion; stooping; warnj 
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room; lying down. Temporarily relieved by pressing head firmly with 
hands. Concomitants: Weakness. Vertigo with headache. Eyelids 
swollen, red, (Edematous. Pain in abdomen aggravated by pressure, 
touch and horizontal position. . Suffocative feeling, sensation as if he 
could not breathe again. Foot and toes swollen and stiff. 

Argentum Metallicum. — Pathogenesis: Aching in temples, region 
of right and left bone aggravated by touch; drawing in left; pinching in 
right temple. Clinical: Headache and dyspepsia induced by mental 
agitation, nursing the sick, etc. Pressing, burning pain in the skull 
principally in the temporal bones renewed every day at noon, with sore- 
ness of the external head. Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse 
from pressure; touch. Better m fresh air. Concomitants: Weakness 
occurring every day at noon. Viscid mucus, grey, jelly-like, in throat in 
morning easily hawked up. Rawness and soreness in throat. Cou^h 
with easy expectoration looking like boiled starch. Excessive appetite 
even when stomach feels full. 

Arnica. — Pathogenesis: Stitches in temples; intermittent tearing in 
left; aching in temples as if a nail were thrust in. Clinical: Headache 
from mechanical injuries with stupor from concussion. Pillow feels as 
hard as a stone. Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse from jar; 
noise; motion. Better when quiet; from nosebleed. Concomitants: 
Sensitiveness of whole body. Sullen, morose and does not speak a 
word. Fetid breath. Eructations bitter and like rotten eggs. 

ASAFGETIDA. — Pathogenesis: Pressure outward in left temple sudden, 
inward as from a pointed plug. Clinical: Hysteric hemicrania with 
flushed face; gastric headache. Aggravations and Ameliorations: 
Worse towards evening; in room; at rest; sitting; lying. Better when 
rising; moving about; fresh air. Concomitants: Hysterical rising as if a 
ball or large body ascended from stomach to oesophagus. Spasmodic 
tightness in chest as if lungs could not be expanded fully. 

Belladonna. — Pathogenesis: Stabbing in temples from one to the 
other; shooting in right temple which, on supporting head with hand, 
increases to a sense of bursting and entends into right frontal eminence; 
drawing down in temples and m right orbit. Clinical: Sun headache; 
headachefrom abuse of coffee; overheating; cold; congestive headache; 
gouty and hysterical headache. Aggravations and Ameliorations: 
Worse lying down; leaning forward; warmth; coffee; overheating; cold; 
Better during menses; pressure; tight bandaging; wrapping up head. 
Concomitants: Irritability and acuteness of sense of taste, smell, touch, 
sight, hearing; delirium; anxiety with desire to flee; eyes staring; 
pupils dilated; dry throat with difficult swallowing; cutting in abdomen, 
now here now there; restless sleep; starting and waking when falling 
asleep. 

Carbolic Acid. — Pathogenesis: Tightness in temples as if a rubber 
band were stretched from one to the other. Clinical: Menstrual head- 
aches occurring before, during or soon after the menses; dull, heavy 
pain through temples with band-like constriction over forehead. Aggra. 
vations and Ameliorations: Worse from noise. Better in fresh air- 
Concomitants: Prostration; sensation in forehead as from a rubber 
band; vesicles on hands and all over body with itching, better from ru^- 
|t>jn|^^ but leaving a burning pain, 
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Cedron. — Pathogeneits: Pain from temple to temple across eyes. 
Clinical: Neuralgic headaches, attacks come daily with clock-like 
regularity. Aggravations and Ameliorations'. Worse mornings; in open 
air; on left side. Concomitants: Periodicity often clock-like; shooting 
over left eye. Frequent ineffectual urging to urinate. 

CUAMOMILLA. — Pathogenesis: Tearing in tehiples extending outward 
with sticking; pressure in the temples as with a finger; wandering pain 
in temples; always worse in the beginning. Clinical: Tear- 
ing and jerking in one side of the head down to the jaws; head- 
ache even during sleep. Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse 
in evening; in open air. Better from heat; walking about. Concomi- 
tants: Pains seem intolerable; whining; restlessness; peevishness 
about everything; impatience; green, watery diarrhoea, smelling like 
rotten egfgs. 

Chelidonium. — Pathogenesis: Pain in ri|^ht temple, in right parietal 
bone, then over right eye. Clinical: Shootmg through temples from 
side to side. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse when moving. 
Better at rest. Concomitants: Dirty yellow color of whites of eyes; 
fade yellow; tongue yellow; taste bitter; sticking in pit of stomach ex- 
tending through to back; sticking pain beneath right scapula; stool 
bright yellow; urine dark yellow or dark brownish red. 

China. — Pathogenesis : Aching in temples, pain jerking, extending 
to upper jaw. Cnnical: Anaemic headaces after haemorrhages; neural- 
gic headaches; periodical headache on alternate days; stitches from 
temple to temple with pulsations which can be felt by the finger. Ag- 
gravations and Ameliorations: Worse when walking in open air; 
motion of head; lying; jar; mental exertion; current of air. Better from 
hard pressure; in room; external warmth. Concomitcmts : Discontented; 
anxiety; ill-humor; quarrelsome; disinclination from mental labor; 
ringing in ears; bitter taste; indifference to eating and drinking; fer- 
mentation in abdomen from fruit; sweat in sleep as soon as he is 
covered. 

COLOCYNTH. — Pathogenesis: Boring, sticking pain in right temple 
amelioration from touch; pressing and drawing pain in right temple; 
pressing in left temple with throbbing, becoming cutting. Clinical: 
Bilious, gouty, nervous headaches of excruciating severity; intermittent 
headaches; boring, burning pain in one or both temples. Aggravations 
and Ameliorations: Worse when stooping; lying on back; in afternoon; 
in evening. Better from firm pressure; lymg on affected side. Con- 
comitants : Distention and pain in abdomen; griping in abdomen; 
worse below navel, obliging him to bend over; cutting pain in abdo- 
men; paroxysmal; morose; offended at everything. 

Crocus. — Pathogenesis : Sudden thrust in right temple extending 
deep into brain. Clinical : Beating, throbbing headache at the critical 
age, now one then the other side 01 head. Concomitants : Sensation of 
something living and jumping about in pit of stomach, abdomen, arms 
or other parts; epistaxis of tenacious, thick, black blood; metrorrhagia 
on slightest movement; peevish; quarrelsome, vacillating mood. 

Ferrum. — Pathogenesis : Sticking in the temples as with a penknife; 
waking at 3 A.M.; extending over forehead with chilliness preventing 
sleep. Clinical: Congestive headaches; headache of anaemic, iebih- 
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tated persons; periodical headaches. Aggravations and Ameliorations', 
Worse after midnight; stooping; moving. Better from pressure; open 
air. Concomitants : Weakness; anxiety; hammering and beating in 
head; flushes of heat in face; anorexia; dislike for all food; vomiting of 
food after midnight; dyspnoea and oppresion of chest. 

Glonoin. — Pathogenesis: Throbbing pain in temples at each step 
obliging pressure on temporal arteries; throbbing in temples in arter- 
ies which felt like whip-cords. Clinical : Congestive headaches; head- 
ache begins with warm weather and lasts all summer; headache in- 
creases and decreases daily with the sun; pressure and pain from 
within out in both temples. Aggravations and Ameliorations-, Worse 
from shaking head; from the sun; during climaxis; bending head back- 
ward; damp weather; cold water. Better in open air. Concomitants : 
Throbbing through whole body; confusion of mind; fulness in head 
with full, quick pulse and red face; throbbing. 

Lachesis. — Pathogenesis: Pain in temples as if swollen in angle in 
front of styloid process aggravated by pressure. Clinical : Headache 
at climaxis ;headache from disordered stomach or bowels; headachefrom 
zymotic diseases; headache in sun; headache*from mental and bodily 
exhaustion, from depressing emotions, especially loud grief. Concomit- 
ants : Intolerance of slightest touch; weakness in morning on rising; 
vertigo in morning; vision dim with black flickering; abdomen sensi- 
tive even to weight of clothes. 

Lycopodium. — Pathogenesis : Shattering in temples and chest during 
cough; thrusts in temples during difficult stool. Clinical: Headache 
from brain overwork; stitches in temples from within outward. Aggra- 
vations and Ameliorations : Worse from rising up; stooping ; warmth of 
bed; mental exertion. Better on lying down; cold* air; uncovering 
head. Concomitants : Desire to go into open air; aggravations at 4 p.m.; 
better at 8 P.M.; ill-humor; anger; sadness; ulceration and redness of 
eyelids; face yellowish-gray; digestion slow, discomfort after eating a 
little; sudden satiety; flatulent distention of abdomen; red sand in 
urine. 

Platinum. — Pathogenesis: Cramp-like pain in right temple in after- 
noon; in left beginning gently, increasing and decreasing; cramp-like 
tension in temples as if screwed in. Clinical : Neuralgic headaches in 
sensitive or hysterical persons, pains gradually increase and gradually 
decrease. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse when lying on 
left side. Better in fresh air. Concomitants : Arrogant; proud; con- 
temptuous; great dread of death which she believes to be near; greedy, 
hasty eating; fermentation in epigastric region; pressure downward in 
hypog^strium towards genitals; menses too early and too profuse. 

Prunus Svimosh.— Pathogenesis : Twinging in right tem- 
poral bone, extending outward in right temporal bone, extend- 
ing into ear; acute, nervous pain in upper part of right 
temporal bone, aggravated by pressure; pressure outward beneath 
upper part of right temporal bone; pressure outward extending from 
beneath right temporal bone to frontal bone, aggravated by pressure. 
Concomitants : Shooting from right frontal bone through brain and out 
at occiput; pain in right ball as ifinner part of eye would be torn out; 
tenesmus of bladder; respiration short; anxious. 
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Sepia. — Pathogenesis : Tearing from left temple to upper part of left 
side of head. Clinical-. Nervous and uterine headaches; arthritic 
headaches; pains over right eye or in one temple of such severity as to 
make her scream. Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse from light; 
noise; motion; mental exertion; during thunderstorms. Better after 
eatine; from sleep; in open air; dark room. Concomitants : Apathy; 
irritability; indolence; falling out of hair; face and whites of eyes yel- 
low; yellow spots and yellow saddle across upper part of cheeks and 
nose; goneness in stomach; weakness in stomach during menses; press- 
ing downward in hypogastrium during menses as if contents would is- 
sue through genitals. Protrubing painful haemorrhoids; yellowish 
leucorrhoea, or like milk; cold feet. 

Spigelia. — Pathogenesis : Sticking in temples as from electric 
sparks, worse m left. Clinical: Headache commencing every morn- 
ing with the rising of the sun, increasing till noon, gradually declines 
with setting of sun; neuralgic headaches; violent pulsating pain in left 
temple and over left eye. Aggravations and Ameliorations: Worse 
from noise; any jarring of the body; stormy weather; stooping; think- 
ing; fresh air; lying with head low. Better from pressure of the hands; 
from lying with the head high. Concomitants : Loss of memory; men- 
tal exertion difficult; palpitation with anxious oppression and trembling 
of heart, beats audible and visible through the clothes; cutting; tearing 
in chest beneath left nipple, extending to region of scapula and left 
arm; weakness in morning on waking from confused busy dreams. 

Stannum. — Pathogenesis : Pressure inward in left temple, beginning 
slight, then increasing and again diminishing. Clinical: Painful jerks 
through left temple, forehead and cerebellum leaving a dull pressure; 
menstrual headaches with relief as soon as menses begin to flow. Ag- 
gravations and Ameliorations : Worse during rest; when walking m 
open air; raising head. Better from motion. Concomitants : Sad; dis- 
contented; discouraged; hoarseness; short, difficult respiration from 
weakness of respiratory organs, with emptiness in stomach; oppression 
of chest when coughing; emaciation; weakness. 

Sulphur. — Pathogenesis : Sticking in temples close to eyes, on mov- 
ing them or looking at anything; frequent pinching in bram fram one 
temple to the other; pressure from one temple to the other in morning 
on rising. Clinical: Headache from abdominal plethora; headache 
from suppressed skin diseases; gouty and rheumatic head- 
aches; periodical headache every seventh day; dull headache com- 
mencing in morning increasing until noon, then gradually decreasing; 
sick headache once a week or every two weeks. Aggravations and 
Ameliorations : Worse from mental exertion; motion; coughing; 
sneezing; wet, cold weather; at rest. Concomitants : Emaciation; 
weakness; ill-humor, with restlessness; fault-finding; out of sorts with 
everything; quarrelsome; impatience; anxiety; low spirited; vertigo on 
stooping; hair falls out in morning on combing; vision dim wih weak- 
ness of eyes; intolerance of sunlight; roaring in ears in evening in bed, 
with rush of blood to head; face pale; bitter taste; ravenous appetite; 
if he does not eat, headaches; sour eructations; full feeling in stomach; 
emission of offensive flatus; haemorrhoids; constipation; menses too 
late; palpitation of heart; itching all over body; sleeplessness all night; 
frightful dreams; offensive sweat. 
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Taraxacum. — Pathogenesis : Stitches in left temple when sitting, 
better from standing; pain in right tempte, in left when sitting, better 
from standing and walking. Concomitants : Tongue covered with a 
white film, with a raw sensation in it afterwards; the film comes off in 
pieces, leaving dark red and sensitive spots; bitter eructations and hic- 
cough; taste bitter. 

Thuja. — Pathogenesis : Sticking in temples, externally in left; sud- 
denly through left as if an awl had been forced through brain; draw- 
ing in temple, in left muscle, aggravated by chewing; better from touch. 
Aggravations and Ameliorations : Worse from tea; overheating. 
Better from motion in open air; after sweat. Concomitants : Loathing 
of life; ill-humor; sadness; ulceration half an inch within nose; tip of 
tongue painful to. touch; sensation of something alive in abdomen; 
condylomata on genitals; wart-like excresences on skin. 

V^K^hSCVU.— Pathogenesis : Stitches deep in right temple when eat- 
ing, worse from pressure; after a few hours it extended like a tearing 
into right upper teeth; sensation in temples as if pinched together with 
pinchers in articular eminences of bone; pain in articular eminence of 
bone in front of left ear. Concomitants: Vertig^o in attacks; sticking 
painin left zygomatic arch as far as ear; pinching on right side of 
lower jaw.

Pressure outward extending from beneath 
right temporal bone to frontal bone Prunus. Tearing from left temple 
to upper part of left side of head Sep.
